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Something  seems  missing  from 
Nomar  Garciaparra’s  game. 

It's  not  his  batting  stroke  or  his  back¬ 
hand  plays  in  the  shortstop  hole.  It’s  cer¬ 
tainly  not  intensity  or  appreciation  for 
the  sport. 

Perhaps  it’s  the  element  of  surprise. 
Little  he  does  stuns  the  masses  any  more. 

As  a  rookie,  no  one  expected  the  slen¬ 
der  infielder  to  hit  30  home  runs  or  lead 
the  league  with  209  hits.  As  a  sophomore, 
there  were  no  expectations  of  a  .323  aver¬ 
age  or  122  RBI. 

But  Boston  fans  have  witnessed 
Garciaparra  continually  leap  tall  build¬ 
ings  with  a  single  bound. 

So,  it  came  as  little  shock  when,  on 
May  10,  Nomar  became  the  11th  player  in 
major  league  history  to  club  two  grand 
slams  in  one  game  and  tie  Red  Sox  team 
records  with  three  home  runs  and  10  RBI 
in  that  same  contest  against  the  Seattle 
Mariners. 

“Two  grand  slams,  10  RBI,”  marveled 
Manager  Jimy  Williams.  “It’s  nice  to  have 
the  opportunity  to  watch  something  like 
that — especially  when  the  guy  who’s 
doing  it  is  on  your  side.” 

Garciaparra  is  so  consistently  superb 
that  Williams  wonders  if  sometimes 
Fenway  fans  truly  appreciate  what 
they’re  watching.  As  the  skipper  puts  it: 
“Nomar,  he’s  special.” 

Driving  in  10  runs  in  one  game  is 
something  no  American  League  player 
had  done  since  Boston’s  Fred  Lynn  in 
1975.  Ted  Williams  didn’t  do  it.  Mo 
Vaughn  didn’t  do  it.  Garciaparra’s  hitting 
coach,  Jim  Rice,  didn’t  do  it. 

“When  he  starts  seeing  the  ball, 
anything  can  happen,”  Rice  said.  “I  look 
at  it  as  Nomar — he’s  supposed  to  do  that. 
In  a  situation  where  he  can  get  an  RBI, 
you  expect  he’s  going  to  get  an  RBI — at 
least  one.” 

Yes,  the  Red  Sox  have  come  to  expect 
a  lot  from  Garciaparra,  who  is  the  heart 
and  soul  of  Boston’s  everyday  lineup. 

“We’ve  talked  about  what  kind  of 
player  this  kid  is  for  Boston,”  Jimy 
Williams  said.  “His  enthusiasm,  the 
skills — everything  comes  to  mind  with 
In  makeup. 

Offensively,  his  numbers  speak  for 
themselves.” 


Last  year,  Garciaparra  became  just  the 
second  player  to  hit  30  or  more  home  runs 
in  each  of  his  first  two  seasons.  His  pro¬ 
duction  helped  carry  the  Red  Sox  to  the 
post-season  and  helped  him  finish  second 
in  the  American  League  MVP  balloting. 

Although  he’s  hit  cleanup  most  of  this 
season,  Garciaparra  does  not  consider 
himself  a  slugger  in  the  mold  of  a  Mark 
McGwire  or  Sammy  Sosa. 

“I’m  not  going  up  there  looking  for 
home  runs,”  he  said.  “I’m  not  a  home  run 
hitter.  When  you’re  swinging  well,  they 
just  go  out.  But  that’s  not  my  job.  My  job 
is  to  hit  in  the  situation  that’s  given  to 
me.  If  I’ve  got  to  drive  a  guy  in,  fine.  If  I’ve 


got  to  move  him  over,  I’m  going  to  try  to 
move  him  over.  When  you’re  swinging 
well,  good  things  happen.” 

It  was  defense,  however,  which  was 
Garciaparra’s  ticket  to  the  big  leagues.  An 
outstanding  glove  man  at  Georgia  Tech,  he 
has  blossomed  into  one  of  the  game’s  best 
defensive  shortstops.  His  range,  coupled 
with  his  knowledge  of  opposing  hitters, 
has  helped  him  take  away  many  a  hit. 

“He  certainly  expresses  himself  with 
the  glove,”  Williams  said.  “He’s  really 
done  a  nice  job,  defensively  out  there,  the 
way  he  gets  to  those  balls  and  throws 
them.  How  many  runs  has  he  saved  us? 
He  wants  the  ball  hit  to  him.” 
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For  all  his  teammates,  his  mentors 
and  his  fans  have  come  to  expect, 
Garciaparra  answers  to  a  critic  with  even 
greater  expectations — himself. 

“I’m  never  happy  or  really  satisfied 
with  anything,’’  he  said.  “I’ve  got  a  lot  to 
learn  in  every  area — defense  and  offense. 
I  never  feel  like, — ‘Oh,  I’m  set  here’ — like 
I  don’t  have  to  concentrate  on  this  or 
work  on  that. 

“I  come  in  here  with  one  goal,  and 
that’s  to  try  to  win  a  World  Series.  How 
can  I  say  last  year  was  a  success  if  we 
didn’t  win  anything?  That’s  all  I  worry 
about.  When  we  win,  I’ll  be  happy  and 
walk  away  smiling.” 

“That  young  man  always  wants  to 
upgrade  his  play,”  observed  Williams. 
“That’s  just  his  makeup.  He’s  a  very  intel¬ 
ligent  baseball  player.  All  he  wants  to  do 
is  win  games.  He  knows  it’s  not  always 
about  stats.” 

In  fact,  Garciaparra  insists  he  doesn’t 
know  his  statistics.  If  he  might  know  his 
batting  average  or  how  many  home  runs 
he’s  hit,  he  certainly  does  not  dwell  on 
his  numbers. 

“For  the  most  part,  I  don’t  know 
them,”  he  said.  “I  don’t  even  like  hearing 
them — although  it  seems  in  baseball 
these  days  you  can’t  help  it.  They’re  tat¬ 
tooed  everywhere,  so  I  might  catch  a

glimpse  of  them  on  a  videoboard  or  some¬ 
thing.  But  I  don’t  like  hearing  them. 
They’re  not  going  to  tell  me  much  I  don’t 
already  know.  I  know  how  I’m  playing 
without  seeing  the  numbers.” 

Baseball,  however,  is  a  numerical 
game,  and  it  was  the  statistics 
Garciaparra  posted  in  May  which  helped 
earn  him  his  first  American  League 
Player  of  the  Month  honors:  a  .355  aver¬ 
age,  10  homers,  33  RBI,  four  stolen  bases. 

“He  had  a  tremendous  number  of  big 
hits  for  us,  not  to  mention  that  game  in 
which  he  had  10  RBI,”  Williams  said. 

June  began  less  productively  for 
Nomar.  When  he  struggles,  he  knows  it’s 


time  to  make  alterations.  “Adjustment,” 
is  a  word  Garciaparra  frequently  uses. 

“I’ve  come  to  realize  that  I’ve  got  to  be 
able  to  adjust — maybe  not  just  from  day 
to  day,  but  at-bat  to  at-bat,  pitch  to  pitch,” 
he  said.  “I  think  I’ve  been  able  to  do  that 
more  with  my  experience  in  the  league.” 

“Nomar  has  a  rare  combination  of 
instincts  and  intelligence,”  said  Red  Sox 
General  Manager  Dan  Duquette,  who 
made  Garciaparra  the  team’s  first  draft 
pick  (12th  overall)  in  1994.  “He’s  done 
everything  you’d  want  a  player  to  do  to 
help  you  win  a  game.  He’s  played  great  at 
shortstop.  He’s  made  all  the  plays,  shown 
excellent  range.  He’s  shown  the  ability  to

hit  for  power  and  hit  when  it  counts.” 

In  addition  to  making  adjustments  on 
the  field,  Garciaparra  has  undergone  a 
transformation  off  it.  He’s  no  longer  the 
upstart  rookie.  He’s  now  a  veteran  pres¬ 
ence  in  the  Red  Sox  clubhouse  and  a 
magnet  for  media  attention. 

“Certain  things  come  with  the  job,” 
said  Garciaparra,  who  knew  he  was  in  for 
a  steady  diet  of  microphones  and  note¬ 
books  when  Mo  Vaughn  departed.  “You 
have  to  handle  all  the  stuff  around 
you. ..All  the  hoopla,  the  pressure.  I’ve  got 
to  go  out  there,  play  my  game  and  not  let 
any  outside  things  interfere. 

“The  only  thing  that  bothers  me  is 
when  people  try  to  steer  me  away  from  my 
routine — the  things  I  like  to  do,  day  to  day, 
to  prepare.  That’s  what  annoys  me  the 
most — that  and  dumb  questions  sometime 
get  me.  Sometimes  I’ll  get  one  and  it’s  like: 
Where  did  THAT  come  from?” 

One  topic  for  consideration  seems 
inevitable.  That’s  the  comparing  of 
Garciaparra  to  the  other  outstanding 
shortstops  in  the  American  League,  most 
notably  New  York’s  Derek  Jeter  and 
Seattle’s  Alex  Rodriguez. 

“People  are  going  to  make  the  compar¬ 
isons,”  rationalized  Garciaparra.  “Maybe 
it’s  a  good  thing  for  baseball.  People  enjoy 
it.  But  I  don’t  compare  myself  to  anybody. 
I  can’t  do  that.  I  think  everybody’s  differ¬ 
ent.  Everybody  has  their  own  style  and 


their  own  way  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful. 

“One  thing  you  can 
say  about  all  of  us  is  that 
we  love  the  game.  There’s 
no  rivalry  amongst  us.  All 
three  of  us  go  out  there 
and  enjoy  watching  each 
other  play.  I  talk  to  those 
guys.  They’re  good  people  as  well  as  good 
players.  We  go  out  there,  have  a  good 
time  and  enjoy  the  game  we  love  to  play.” 

Jeter  and  Rodriguez  seem  to  have  a 
similar  appreciation  of  Garciaparra.  So 
does  Ted  Williams.  The  Splendid 
Splinter  has  become  one  of  Nomar’s 
greatest  admirers. 

“That’s  flattering,”  Garciaparra  said. 
“Ted  loves  to  talk  hitting,  and  I  love  talk¬ 
ing  to  Ted.  I  have  so  much  respect  for 
him.  When  you  hear  people  like  Ted  talk, 
you’re  just  in  awe.  You  grasp  every  word 
and  harp  on  everything  they  say  and 
cherish  it. 

“I  try  to  have  my  ears  open  to  every¬ 
body,  especially  when  you’ve  got  guys 
like  that  around.  How  can  you  not?  I  love 
old-school  baseball.  I’ve  never  followed 
people’s  numbers  or  stats  on  those  play¬ 
ers,  but  I  just  love  the  way  the  game  was 
back  then.  You  went  out  there.  You 
played  hard.  It  was  a  game  you  enjoyed, 
and  I  still  think  it  should  be  that  way.  It’s 
coming  back  that  way.” 


Nomar  is  a  model  for  the  ballplayer 
who  is  getting  back  to  those  roots.  He 
plays  every  inning  with  intensity,  the 
way  it  should  be  played.  He  enjoys  the 
sport  and  being  excited  about  playing  it. 
It’s  not  merely  a  job. 

“I’m  always  excited  when  I  step  out 
there,”  he  said.  “The  minute  you  step  on 
that  field,  you  always  get  nervous.  If  I 
don’t  feel  that,  then  something  must  be 
wrong  with  me. 

“Nothing  gives  me  greater  joy  than 
being  on  the  field  and  playing  amongst 
the  best.  I  really  love  the  game.  As  a  kid  I 
never  really  had  a  hero.  My  hero  was  the 
game  itself.  Playing  baseball  is  something 
I  truly  enjoy  doing.  I  like  to  take  that 
enthusiasm  onto  the  field.  It’s  just  my 
approach.  I  am  having  fun.  It’s  a  real  joy 
for  me.”  ■

It  started  as  a  deal,  a  trade  born  of 
necessity  when  former  closer 
Heathcliff  Slocumb  started  his 
strange  journey  to  the  top  of  the 
“blown  save”  category  and  the  bottom  of 
the  American  League  ERA  rankings.  The 
deal  turned  into  a  steal  last  year  when 
Derek  Lowe  began  to  emerge  as  one  of  the 
better  young  setup  men  in  the  AL,  which 
in  turn  helped  Tom  Gordon  establish 
himself  as  one  of  baseball’s  premier 
closers. 

With  the  emergence  of  Jason  Varitek 
as  a  front-line  catcher,  the  Slocumb  deal 
has  come  full  circle  as  a  genuine  act  of 
grand  larceny.  While  splitting  the  catch¬ 
ing  chores  with  Scott  Hatteberg  during 
his  first  full  season  in  the  majors  last  year, 
the  27-year-old  Varitek  caught  the  eye  of 
many  baseball  observers  with  his  defen¬ 
sive  presence,  hitting  a  respectable  .253 
with  7  homers  and  33  RBI  in  221  at-bats. 

Building  on  his  solid  start,  Varitek  has 
made  serious  strides  both  behind  the 
plate  and  in  the  batter’s  box  during  the 
1999  campaign.  When  Scott  Hatteberg 
went  down  with  an  elbow  injury  that  will 
keep  him  out  until  at  least  August,  the 
Red  Sox  found  themselves  with  another 
young  backstop  who  was  more  than 
ready  to  assume  a  full-time  role. 

“I  think  the  thing  I’ve  probably 
improved  the  most  is  my  defense,”  says 
Varitek,  who  threw  out  28%  of  the  run¬ 
ners  attempting  to  steal  against  him  last 
year  and  has  maintained  that  percentage 
for  the  current  campaign.  “Just  in  terms 
of  my  overall  relaxation,  my  ability  to

relax  is  better  back  there.  That’s  been  the 
hardest  thing  for  me  as  far  as  learning 
how  to  catch.  When  I  came  up,  I  was  a 
guy  who  a  lot  of  people  never  thought 
would  able  to  catch  as  a  pro,  and  I  think 
I’ve  reversed  that.” 

Before  the  trade,  Varitek’s  career  could 
be  seen  as  a  series  of  small  reversals  of 
fortune,  a  riches-to-rags-to-riches  mini¬ 
drama  that  finally  seems  to  have  devel¬ 
oped  into  a  full-blown  success  story. 
Coming  out  of  Georgia  Tech  (where  he 
played  with  Nomar  Garciaparra  and  for¬ 
mer  Red  Sox  outfielder  Darren  Bragg],  the 
switch-hitting  Michigan  native  was  a 
three-time  All-American,  as  well  as 
Baseball  America’s  College  Player  of  the 
Year  in  1993. 

After  being  picked  first  by  the 
Minnesota  Twins  in  the  1993  draft  (21st 
overall],  the  young  catcher  was  unable  to 
come  to  terms  with  the  Twins,  and  he 
elected  to  sit  out  for  a  year  and  re-enter 
the  draft  the  following  year.  The  Mariners 
then  made  Varitek  their  number  one 
choice  (14th  overall],  but  when  he  strug¬ 
gled  during  his  first  two  seasons  in  the 
minors,  there  were  those  around  the 
game  who  saw  him  as  a  college  prospect 
who  had  overvalued  his  own  worth  com¬ 
ing  to  the  pros. 

“That’s  way  in  the  rear-view  mirror  for 
me  now,”  says  Varitek  of  his  decision  to 
sit  out.  “It  may  have  slowed  me,  I  don’t 
really  know.  But  I  got  an  education  out  of 
it,  and  that  can  never  ever  be  taken  away 
from  me.  I  think  that  when  I  did  sign  and 
play,  I  learned  how  to  deal  with  failure.” 


For  Varitek, 

“failure”  was  a  rela¬ 
tive  concept,  con¬ 
sisting  of  a  .224  sea¬ 
son  at  the  Double  A 
level  for  Port  City, 
followed  by  a  solid 
.264  campaign  the 
following  year  at 
the  same  level.  He 
hit  .254  for  Tacoma 
at  Triple  A  before 
the  trade,  but  defen¬ 
sively  the  turn¬ 
around  came  that 
same  summer,  when 
his  catching  mentor  saw  signs  of  develop¬ 
ment  that  were  still  elusive  to  Varitek. 

“[That  was  the  year]  it  started  to  turn 
around  for  me  [defensively],  especially 
throwing  the  ball,”  he  states.  “It  carried 
over  into  winter  ball,  and  then  last  year  I 
started  to  really  improve  and  become  more 
consistent  behind  the  plate.  It  was  just  a 
lot  of  work  and  a  lot  of  time  and  a  lot  of 
repetition  with  the  catching  instructor  in 
Seattle,  a  guy  named  Roger  Hanson  —  he 
taught  me  a  great  deal.  He  just  kept  saying, 
‘you’re  gonna  be  ok,  it’s  all  gonna  come 
together  for  you,’  but  I  could  not  see  the 
light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel.” 

Varitek  emerged  from  the  tunnel  last 
year,  spending  his  first  full  year  in  the  big 
leagues  barely  six  months  after  coming 
over  from  Seattle.  “They  believe  in  young 
players  here,”  says  Varitek  of  the  difference 
between  Boston  and  Seattle.  “I  came  from 
an  organization  where  there  were  older 
veterans  at  the  big  league  level,  and  a  lot  of 


younger  players  got  shipped  out.  Coming 
here,  it  was  kind  of  a  reverse  effect.” 

Given  the  chance  to  split  the  catching 
chores  with  Scott  Hatteberg,  Varitek  post¬ 
ed  one  number  that  was  especially  eye¬ 
catching.  The  Sox  were  38-18  in  games  in 
which  he  started,  a  figure  that  established 
him  as  a  pivotal  player  on  a  playoff- 
bound  club.  Playing  a  position  where 
defense  is  a  priority,  he  quickly  drew 
attention  for  his  ability  to  call  a  game, 
performing  under  pressure  with  a  staff 
consisting  mostly  of  veteran  pitchers. 

“Working  with  a  veteran  staff,  though, 
you  learn  a  lot  of  different  ways  of  getting 
some  guys  out,”  says  Varitek.  “The  great 
thing  about  veteran  pitchers  is  that  they 
can  come  back  after  being  down  in  the 
count  and  make  quality  pitches.  Calling  a 
game  is  basically  the  same,  but  there  are 
better  hitters  at  this  level,  so  if  you  make 
a  mistake  here,  you  get  big  flies  instead  of 
doubles.  You  just  have  to  figure  out  what 
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How  do  your  throws  measure  up  to  the  pros,  your  brothers,  your  cousins, 
your  friends?

pitches  guys  have  that  day,  and  figure  out 
how  to  match  that  up  with  the  hitters. 

“There  are  certain  guys  you  have  to 
leave  alone,  certain  guys  you  have  to  pat 
on  the  back,  and  certain  guys  you  have  to 
jump  down  their  throat,”  Varitek  says  of 
dealing  with  the  different  personalities 
on  the  pitching  staff.  “As  far  as  who  you 
do  what  to,  you  can’t  say,  because  you 
don’t  want  them  to  know.  You  just  have 
to  learn  the  different  personality  types, 
and  that  takes  some  time. 

One  member  of  the  coaching  staff 
who’s  been  particularly  impressed  with 
the  pace  of  Varitek’s  progress  is  bench 
coach  and  catching  instructor  Grady 
Little.  A  career  catcher  who  spent  six 
years  behind  the  plate  in  the  minors 
before  becoming  a  successful  minor 
league  manager  and  major  league  coach. 
Little  is  fully  aware  of  how  tough  the 
position  is  to  learn  for  a  young  receiver, 
and  how  difficult  it  is  to  make  the  neces¬ 
sary  adjustments  when  calling  a  game.

“When  he  came  here,  he  had  good 
work  habits,  and  his  ability  to  learn  is  out¬ 
standing,”  says  Little.  “He  listens,  he 
works  hard,  and  he  puts  it  into  practice. 
He’s  right  there  on  the  spot  with  some  of 
these  hitters,  and  at  this  level  they  don’t 
stay  the  same  from  one  at-bat  to  the  next. 
He  has  the  ability  to  recognize  when 
they’re  making  a  change,  and  to  know  that 
he’s  gotta  make  a  change  accordingly.” 

On  the  offensive  side,  the  biggest 
change  in  Varitek’s  game  has  been  an 
increase  in  power  and  run  production.  By

the  end  of  June  he  had  already  surpassed 
last  year’s  home  run  total  by  2  in  224  at- 
bats,  and  with  31  RBI,  he  was  on  a  pace  to 
exceed  last  year’s  total  of  33  by  a  signifi¬ 
cant  margin.  After  struggling  with  a  long 
swing  early  in  his  career,  Varitek  has 
worked  hard  to  shorten  his  swing,  and 
that  hard  work  has  paid  off  this  year. 

“For  me  it’s  real  simple,”  says  Varitek. 
“If  I  stay  short,  I  stay  on  the  ball  longer, 
and  then  the  ball  jumps.  If  I  get  long,  the 
ball  goes  nowhere.  Offensively  I  have  to 
work  on  keeping  a  consistent  stroke,  and 
it’s  a  matter  of  repetition  and  finding  dif¬ 
ferent  ways  to  do  it.  Jimy  [Williams]  gave 
me  some  thoughts  to  help  me  out  in  the 
start  of  my  swing,  and  since  then  things 
have  gotten  much  easier  for  me  —  I'm  not 
fighting  my  body  as  much.” 

That  short  stroke  also  produced  a 
power  surge  that  saw  Varitek  go  on  a  brief 
home  run  spree  during  some  crucial 
games  in  mid-  and  late-May.  “When  I’m 
staying  short  and  getting  the  good  part  of 
the  bat  on  the  ball,  I’m  strong  enough  to 


i 


hit  the  ball  out  of  the  park,”  says  the 
catcher  of  his  home  run  binge.  “I’m  just 
trying  to  read  the  situation  and  get  the 
good  part  of  the  bat  on  the  ball. 

“But  for  me,  my  defense  has  to  be  #1,” 
he  concludes.  “I’m  not  hitting  fourth,  and 
I’m  not  gonna  hit  third  at  this  point  in  my 
career.  If  I  strike  out,  [I  just  have  to  say], 
oh  well,  it  happens.  I’ve  gotta  go  out  and 
call  a  game.  If  I  hit  into  a  double  play,  if  I 
hit  a  home  run,  it’s  the  same  thing  —  I 
have  to  have  the  same  presence  of  mind  if 
I  go  4  for  4  or  0  for  4.” 

Ask  Little  what’s  impressed  him  the 
most  about  Varitek,  though,  and  he’ll 
offer  some  thoughts  about  putting  it  all 
together  that  point  to  the  consistency  that 
has  the  Red  Sox  so  optimistic  about  the 
future  of  their  young  catcher.  During  a 
tough  six-game  May  road  trip  in  which 
the  Red  Sox  swept  the  Cleveland  Indians 
in  a  three-game  series  at  Jacobs  Field, 
Little  saw  Varitek  do  some  things  he 
doesn’t  often  see  in  a  young  catcher,  espe¬ 
cially  a  receiver  trying  to  get  a  handle  on 
a  Tim  Wakefield  knuckleball. 

“The  toughest  part  about  catching  is 
not  to  worry  about  hitting,  to  keep 


[offense  and  defense]  separated  and  not 
carry  an  0  for  4  night  with  you  behind  the 
plate  with  your  pitcher  trying  to  get  the 
other  hitters  out,”  Little  explains.  “It’s  a 
hard  thing  to  do. 

“During  [that  series],  when  Jason  was 
catching  Wakefield,  he  ended  up  with  five 
passed  balls,  which  is  understandable 
when  a  guy’s  knuckleball  is  moving  well,” 
he  says  of  Varitek,  who  had  just  two 
passed  balls  with  hurlers  other  than 
Wakefield  on  the  mound.  “But  that  partic¬ 
ular  day  he  had  a  great  day  at  the  plate 
offensively,  and  you  hardly  ever  see  that, 
especially  in  a  young  guy  —  usually  they 
wake  up  and  come  to  the  park  thinking 
about  catching  that  knuckleball.  It  was 
hard  to  be  a  hitter  that  day,  and  he  had 
a  great  day  offensively  even  with  the 
struggles  behind  the  plate  catching  that 
knuckleball.”  ■

Red  Sox  No.  1 
Boaster  Club  Still 
Going  Strong 

It  started  32  years  ago.  A  love  affair  developed 
between  New  England  and  its  young,  scrappy  base¬ 
ball  team.  It  was  called  the  Impossible  Dream,  and 
many  would  say,  a  time  when  baseball  recaptured  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  a  region  forever. 

Adults  and  children  returned  to  see  the  Red  Sox 
after  a  disappointing  1966  season.  It  also  was  an  appro¬ 
priate  time  that  a  new  fan  club,  called  the  BoSox  Club, 
started  its  first  year  of  existence. 

A  fan  club  starts  ouf  during  the  rebirth  of  interest  in 
the  Red  Sox:  What  timing!  The  club  has  remained 
together  since  that  magical  year,  and  has  been  a  fixture 
with  baseball  and  Boston  ever  since. 

The  original  idea  was  created  during  the  winter  prior  to 
the  1967  season.  The  team  had  lost  some  fan  interest,  and  it 
was  looking  for  a  way  to  build  excitement  and  support. 
Impressive  young  talent  was  making  its  way  through  the  organi¬ 
zation  and  the  ballclub,  which  fully  supports  its  operation,  was  more 
than  happy  to  assist  the  group. 

The  team  caught  New  England  by  storm,  and  the  rest  is  history.  The  BoSox  Club 
remains  heavily  involved  with  the  Red  Sox  to  this  very  day.

Many  times  during  a  season,  fans  listen¬ 
ing  to  games  would  hear  about  the  BoSox 
Club’s  latest  gathering.  So  what  exactly  is 
it?  What’s  it  all  about? 

“It’s  the  best  kept  secret  in  Boston, 
and  its  not  meant  to  be  that  way,”  said 
Club  president  Bill  Brooks,  a  member  for 
20  years.  “If  you’re  a  real  baseball  fan  and 
you  like  the  Red  Sox,  you’ll  love  the 
BoSox  Club,  and  you’ll  meet  a  lot  of  nice 
people.” 

The  Club  was  established  to  promote 
the  team,  sell  tickets  and  bring  together 
local  fans  of  New  England’s  team.  There 
are  a  variety  of  ways  that  it  connects  the 
members  with  the  Red  Sox.  They  meet 
about  10  times  a  year  during  the  season 
for  a  luncheon  at  Anthony’s  Pier  Four, 
along  Boston’s  waterfront,  creating  an 
enjoyable  early  afternoon  that  includes 
the  insights  of  Red  Sox  personnel  —  as 
well  as  the  current  opponent  in  town.

The  proceedings  are  cordial,  offering  a 
relaxing  lunch  for  both  the  members  and 
guests.  It’s  just  one  of  a  number  of  things 
that  wraps  the  BoSox  with  the  Red  Sox. 

In  addition,  the  club  organizes  a  trip  to 
spring  training,  an  annual  major  league 
road  trip,  brunch  at  Fenway,  and  the  gala 
is  a  Family  Night  get-together  at  a  Red  Sox 
game.  Certainly  not  to  be  forgotten  are  the 
charities  the  Club  supports.  During  the 
year,  it  raises  funds  for  the  Challenger 
Fund,  which  offers  those  that  are  physi¬ 
cally  disabled  or  financially  troubled  a 
chance  to  attend  a  Sox  game.  It  also  helps 
a  selected  group  of  kids  attend  a  summer 
baseball  camp,  avidly  supports  the  Jimmy 


Fund  and  honors  amateur  and  champi¬ 
onship  teams  from  Little  League  to  the 
Cape  Cod  League. 

But  the  best  way  to  describe  it:  it’s 
simply  baseball  and  the  Red  Sox.  In  New 
England,  the  two  go  hand-and-hand. 


It’s  early  June,  the  Red  Sox  are  rolling, 
and  the  BoSox  Club  is  starting  their 
luncheon.  One  new  member,  a  tall  30- 
something  businessman,  is  sitting  and 
waiting  for  the  festivities  to  start.  He  is 
engaged  in  a  conversation  with  a  veteran 
club  member  about  the  variety  of  Red  Sox 
hats  now  available.  The  veteran  club 
member,  likely  in  his  50’s,  who  doesn't 
hide  his  traditionalist  baseball  feel ;  nr 
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Former  Red  Sox,  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  BoSox  Club,  Ted  Lepcio  (left)  presented  a  BoSox  Club  jacket  to  the  1968  BoSox  Club  Man  of  the 
Year,  former  Red  Sox  2b  and  current  Jimmy  Fund  Chairman  and  Executive  Director  Mike  Andrews. 


discusses  his  desire  to  wear  the  old-fash¬ 
ioned  blue  hat  with  a  red  “B”  on  the 
front.  The  younger  gentleman  voices  his 
like  for  the  newer,  sportier  models.  Then 
their  thoughts  turn  to  the  DH  before  the 
conversation  shifts  to  the  Red  Sox.  It’s  a 
subject  the  two  can  easily  agree  upon. 

“I  started  following  the  Red  Sox  in 
1968,”  said  the  younger  member,  who 
recounts  how  that  season  ended.  “I’m 
from  New  York,  but  my  mother  was  a  big 
fan.  That’s  what  got  me  excited  about  the 
Red  Sox.  This  is  my  first  (luncheon).” 

“You’ll  enjoy  it,”  the  veteran  member 
says  with  a  smile,  adjusting  his  blue 
BoSox  Club  hat. 

They  move  to  their  tables  and  are 
ready  to  listen  to,  following  an  auction  of 
tickets  for  the  Challenger  Fund,  stories 
from  legendary  Hall  of  Fame  broadcaster 
Ernie  Harwell,  the  voice  of  the  Tigers. 

“This  Club  gave  a  special  award  to  me 
and  I’ll  always  remember  it,”  Harwell 
starts  before  he  begins  to  discuss  some  of 
the  duties  of  his  job  in  only  a  way  that  he 
can,  sharing  insights  of  his  vast  experi¬ 
ences  about  the  game.  The  audience  lis¬ 
tens  closely  to  his  every  word.  During  this 


time,  all  the  traffic  of  the  city,  the  Big  Dig, 
the  heat  of  the  day  and  office  projects 
have  taken  a  back  seat  in  minds  of  every¬ 
one  to  a  subject  they  all  enjoy — baseball. 


After  he’s  finished,  it’s  time  for 
Harwell  to  interview  Detroit  manager 
Larry  Parrish  about  his  team  as  well  as 
the  current  Red  Sox  team,  and  its  start 
that  has  surprised  so  many.  The  audience 
respects  the  opponent’s  thoughts  about 
their  team. 

Later,  on  this  day,  former  Red  Sox 
stars  Rico  Petrocelli  and  Dennis 
Eckersley  talk  about  their  All-Star  experi¬ 
ences  with  Boston  TV  sportscaster  Ed 
Harding.  Rico,  a  fan  favorite  and  the  per¬ 
son  who  caught  that  final  out  of  that  spe¬ 
cial  opening  year  of  the  BoSox  Club, 
offers  insights  and  brings  out  laughter 
from  the  crowd  with  his  affable  style.  The 
Eck,  a  former  Sox  right-hander  and  prob¬ 
able  soon-to-be  Hall  ofFamer,  agrees  that 
the  current  club  is  playing  great  as  a  unit. 
Eckersley,  who  knows  quite  a  bit  about 
pitching,  comments  that  ace  Pedro 
Martinez  “is  the  man,”  in  his  usual  ‘Eck- 
speak’  manner. 

When  the  festivities  are  completed 
around  1:30,  it’s  back  to  the  real  world 
and,  for  many,  their  offices  nearby.  For 
nearly  two  hours,  though,  it  was  time  to 
discuss  America’s  pastime  and  the  sum¬ 
mer  topic  ’round  New  England — the  Red 
Sox  current  season.

The  BoSox  Club  currently  has  about 
600  members — many  season  ticket  hold¬ 
ers — from  various  walks  of  life.  Like  its 
original  inception,  the  Club  is  made  up  of 
a  number  of  folks  from  Boston’s  business 
community.  Over  the  past  few  years, 
though,  it  has  seen  transition  with  newer 
members  joining  after  hearing  about  the 
club  from  current  ones. 

Currently,  the  largest  organization  of 
its  kind  in  the  major  leagues,  the  BoSox 
Club  offers  fans  a  chance  to  feel  like 
they’re  closer  to  the  team.

For  years,  its  members  have  enjoyed 
the  involvement  with  the  Red  Sox.  The 
ballclub  helps  and  supports  its  operation, 
understanding  the  meaning  the  Red  Sox 
have  to  so  many.  The  BoSox  Club,  mean¬ 
while,  offers  its  support  to  the  club 
whenever  it  deems  necessary,  like  volun¬ 
teering  to  help  the  city  gear  up  for  this 
year’s  All-Star  Game. 

“The  club  connects  with  the  BoSox 
Club,”  said  Dick  Bresciani,  the  team’s 
Vice  President  of  Public  Affairs,  who  is 
the  liaison  between  the  Red  Sox  and  the 
organization.  “It’s  the  Red  Sox  and  base¬ 
ball  at  all  levels.” 

And,  certainly,  no  true  local  fan 
would  disagree  that  in  New  England 


baseball  is  the  Red  Sox.  For  the  members, 
being  a  true  fan  is  the  BoSox  Club. 

“For  me,  its  payback  time  because  I’ve 
had  such  a  great  time  that  I’d  like  to  see  as 
many  as  I  can  enjoy  this,”  said  Brooks,  who 
became  president  in  January  and  dedicates 
hours,  helping  the  Club  run  smoothly. 

“We’d  like  to  see  more  take  advantage 
of  a  great  thing,”  Brooks  continued. 

The  traditions  continue:  The  Red  Sox, 
baseball  in  New  England  and  the  BoSox 
Club.  It  started  at  the  right  time  and  pro¬ 
vides  the  members  with  a  wonderful 
experience  of  supporting  their  favorite 
major  league  team.  ■

available. Their  names  were  Babe  Ruth  and  Ernie 
Shore. 

1918:  The  relatively  unknown  Harvey  Fred 
Bluhm  pinch-hit  for  the  Red  Sox.  Some  box 
scores  showed  him  as  the  hitter,  others  did  not. 
The  A.L.  office  had  no  record.  Evidence  40  years 
later  proved  that  he  did  bat. 

1939:  Red  Sox  management  announced  plans  to 
renovate  the  RF  area  at  Fenway  by  building 
bullpens  in  front  of  the  bleachers. The  area 
became  known  as  Williamsburg.

All-Star  team. 

1 995:  For  the  2nd  straight  game,  Mo  Vaughn  had 
2  home  runs  in  Kansas  City. 

1998:  RHP  Jin  Ho  Cho,  the  1st  Asian  born 
player  to  pitch  for  the  Red  Sox,  was  called  up 
from  Trenton. 

JULY  4 

1905:  In  the  morning  game  of  a  morning- 
afternoon  DH.the  Philadelphia  A’s  used  3  of 
their  starting  pitchers:  Plank,  Coakley  and 
Waddell  to  win,  5-2,  beating  Jesse  Tannehill.  A  20- 
inning  game  2  followed  with  a  great  pitching  duel 
between  Boston’s  Cy  Young  and  Philadelphia’s 
Rube  Waddell. The  38-year-old  Young  went  the 
entire  route  not  walking  a  man,  but  lost  on  an 
error,  a  hit  batter,  2  hits  and  a  force  play  in  the 
20th  inning. 

1913:  Pitcher  Joe  Wood  hit  2  doubles  in  the  4th 
inning,  a  hitting  record  for  pitchers. 

1 939:  The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  Philadelphia  A’s 
1 7-7  and  18-12  in  a  DH.  3B  Jim  Tabor  had  4 
homers  ( I  in  game  1 , 3  in  game  2);  2  of  them 
were  grand  slams.  He  totaled  I  I  RBI  and  19  TB. 

1 962:  OF  Lu  Clinton  had  2  home  runs,  2 
doubles  and  3  singles  with  4  RBI  and  5  runs 
scored  in  a  DH  vs.  the  Minnesota  Twins. 

1970:  Brothers  Tony  and  Billy  Conigliaro  each 
homered  in  the  same  game  vs.  Cleveland  at 
Fenway. 

1975:  Relief  P  Jim  Willoughby  was  acquired  from 
Tulsa  to  complete  the  Mario  Guerrero  deal  of 
April  14  with  St.  Louis. 

1994:  The  Red  Sox  hit  a  major  league-tying  8 
home  runs  to  defeat  the  Blue  Jays,  9-6,  in  Fenway 
Park,  ending  a  9-game  losing  streak. They  tied  the 
M.L.  record  of  4  homers  in  an  inning  (the  8th)  by 
Fred  Lynn,  Jim  Rice,  Carl  Yastrzemski  and  George 
Scott.  Lynn’s  homer  set  a  team  M.L.  record  of  5 
or  more  in  7  different  games.

1 994:  The  Red  Sox  won  their  1 0th  straight 
game  vs.  California  at  Fenway,  4-1,  dating  back  to 
Aug.  20,  1 992. 

1998:  Nomar  Garciaparra ’s  24-game  hit  streak 
ended. 

JULY  5 

l9l7:The  Sox  completed  their  3rd  DH  in  3 
days  vs.  Philadelphia  at  Fenway.They  split  the 
games  of  July  3  and  won  both  games  on  the  4th 
and  5th. 

1 951:  The  Red  Sox’  9-game  errorless  streak, 
tying  an  A.L.  record,  ended. 

1967:  Pitcher  Jose  Santiago  lost  to  California,  4- 
3,  but  then  won  his  remaining  8  straight  to  help 
the  Red  Sox  win  the  Impossible  Dream. 

1970:  INF  John  Kennedy  hit  an  inside-the-park 
home  run  at  Fenway  Park  vs.  the  Indians  in  his 
1st  Red  Sox  plate  appearance.  He  pinch-hit  for  P 
Mike  Nagy  in  the  bottom  of  the  5th  inning,  and 
his  drive  to  RF  hit  the  top  of  the  bullpen  wall. 
Boston  won  8-4. 

1991:  Sox  rookie  LHP  Kevin  Morton  pitched  a 
complete  game  win  (5  H,  I  BB,  9  K)  in  his  M.L. 
debut,  1 0-1,  vs.  Detroit  at  Fenway  Park. 

1 998: The  Red  Sox  and  reliever  Carlos  Reyes 
defeated  the  White  Sox  at  Fenway,  15-14,  on 
20  hits. 

JULY  6 

1909:  In  his  I  st  M.L.  start,  rookie  P  Larry  Pape 
shut  out  the  Washington  Senators,  2-0. 

1918:  The  Red  Sox  moved  into  1st  place  for  the 
rest  of  the  season. 

1933:  Catcher  Rick  Ferrell  and  coach  Eddie 
Collins  represented  the  Red  Sox  at  the  1st  All- 
Star  Game  held  in  Chicago’s  Comiskey  Park.

1976:  Red  Sox  owner  and  president  Tom  Yawkey 
passed  away. 

1 979:  The  Red  Sox  made  history  as  their  OF  of 
Jim  Rice,  Fred  Lynn  and  Carl  Yastrzemski  were 
elected  the  starting  OF  for  the  A.L.  All-Star 
Game.

1 956:  Ted  Williams  hit  a  home  run  in  the  All-Star 
Game  at  Washington. 

1 958:Jackie  Jensen  had  a  grand  slam,  triple  and  2 
singles  as  the  Sox  defeated  the  White  Sox  at 
Fenway  I  1-2. 

1966:  2B  George  Smith  hit  a  lOth-inning  grand 
slam  to  defeat  the  White  Sox,  10-6,  and  sweep 
the  5-game  series. 

1 977:  The  Red  Sox  left  20  runners  on  base  in  I  I 
innings  to  tie  a  major  league  record  in  game  I  of 
a  DH  at  Milwaukee,  but  still  won  8-5. 

1 994:  The  Red  Sox  set  a  new  club  record  for 


pitchers  used  in  a  season  at  22  when  Steve  Farr 
pitched  vs.  the  Mariners  at  Fenway. The  previous 
record  was  21  set  in  1966. 

JULY  11 

1914:  Babe  Ruth  made  his  M.L.  debut  as  a 
pitcher  defeating  the  Cleveland  Indians  4-3. 
Interestingly,  the  1st  batter  Ruth  faced  was  Jack 
Graney,  the  1st  M.L.  player  to  wear  a  number  on 
his  uniform  and  later  the  1st  to  broadcast  games. 
1923:  A  formal  announcement  was  made  that 
the  Red  Sox  had  been  sold  to  a  group  of  men 
from  Ohio  for  more  than  $1,000,000.

36, 607. The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  Braves  6-2. 

1 950:  Ted  Williams  fractured  his  left  elbow  in  the 
1st  inning  after  hitting  the  wall  while  catching 
Ralph  Kiner’s  long  drive  at  Comiskey  Park, 

Chicago  during  the  All-Star  Game.  He  remained  in 
the  game  until  the  9th  inning,  despite  the  pain.  X- 
rays  taken  the  next  day  showed  the  fracture,  and 
Williams  was  sidelined  until  late  in  the  season. 
1957:  Mel  Parnell  retired  on  the  day  he  became 
a  10-year  man. 

1959:  SS  Don  Buddin  hit  a  grand  slam  in  the 
1 0th  inning  to  defeat  the  Yankees  8-4. 

1 972: Sox  RHP  Marty  Pattin  pitched  8.1  hitless 
innings  at  Oakland  until  Reggie  Jackson’s  single 
broke  up  the  no-hit  bid.  Pattin  won  a  4-0,  I -hitter. 

1 977:  The  Red  Sox  and  Indians  tied  the  A.L. 
record  for  infield  putouts  (45)  in  a  9-inning  game 
with  24  and  2 1  respectively. 

1985:  Red  Sox  pitchers  Al  Nipper  and  Steve 
Crawford  pitched  a  combined  I -hitter  at  Seattle 
for  a  6-1  win. 

OF  Reid  Nichols  was  traded  to  the  Chicago 
White  Sox  for  LHP  Tim  Lollar. 

1 989:  Wade  Boggs  homered  in  the  All-Star 
Game  at  Anaheim. The  A.L.  won  5-3. 

JULY  12 

1901:  Cy  Young  won  his  300th  game  defeating 
Philadelphia,  5-3,  at  the  Huntington  Ave.  Grounds. 
1916:  Umpire  Billy  Evans  lost  track  of  the  count 
on  Sox  catcher  Forrest  Cady  sending  him  to  I B 
on  a  3-0  count.  When  he  realized  the  error,  he 
ordered  the  Chicago  pitcher  to  throw  a  4th  ball 
to  legitimize  the  walk. 

1918:  In  4  at-bats  Babe  Ruth  doubled  in  the  2nd 
inning,  tripled  in  the  4th  and  6th  scoring  each  time. 
1939:  An  old-timers’  game  sponsored  by  the 
VFW  was  held  at  Fenway  featuring  many  Hall  of 
Fame  and  top  players  in  Boston  baseball  history. 
Smokey  Joe  Wood,  who  last  played  in  1920,  hit 
the  only  homer  over  the  LF  wall. The  Nationals 
defeated  the  Americans  8-4. 

1 943:  Led  by  Ted  Williams’  home  run,  a  team  of 
military  service  All-Stars,  managed  by  Babe  Ruth, 
defeated  the  Boston  Braves,  6-4,  in  a  charity 
game  in  Boston. 

1 951:  In  game  2  of  a  twi-night  DH.the  Red  Sox 
defeated  the  White  Sox,  5-4,  on  Clyde  Vollmer’s 
sacrifice  fly  in  the  17th  inning.  Boston  also  won 
game  I,  3-2. A  record  crowd  for  Comiskey  Park, 
52,592,  attended. 

1975:  LuisTiant  became  the  1st  Red  Sox  pitcher 
to  bat  since  the  DH  rule  went  into  effect  in 
1973.  He  flied  out  vs.  the  Texas  Rangers. 

JULY  13 

1909:  CFTris  Speaker  hit  the  longest  home  run 
ever  made  at  the  St.  Louis  Grounds. 

1 939:  The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  Indians  at 


Cleveland,  6-5,  in  10  innings  in  their  1st  night 
game  ever. 

1943:  2B  Bobby  Doerr  hit  a  home  run  in  the  All- 
Star  Game  at  Shibe  Park  in  Philadelphia. 

1 950:  Ted  Williams  had  7  bone  chips  removed 
from  his  elbow  during  a  75-minute  operation.  He 
was  injured  in  the  All-Star  Game  July  I  I. 

1951  :  The  White  Sox  defeated  the  Red  Sox,  5-4, 
in  19  innings  to  set  a  record  for  the  most  innings 
played  in  2  games  (36,  17  innings  played  on  July 
12).  Red  Sox  LHP  Mickey  McDermott  pitched  17 
innings,  but  was  not  involved  in  the  decision.  Red 
Sox  3BVern  Stephens  played  18.1  innings 
without  a  putout.The  Red  Sox  scored  twice  in 
the  top  of  the  19th  inning,  but  Chicago  then 
scored  3  times  for  the  win. 

1955:  A  I2th-inning  homer  by  the  Cardinals’ 

Stan  Musial  off  the  Red  Sox  Frank  Sullivan  won 
the  All-Star  Game  for  the  National  League. 

1959:  The  Red  Sox  defeated  the  Yankees,  1 3-3,  at 
Fenway  Park  to  sweep  a  5-game  series.  In  the 
6th  inning  OF  Gene  Stephens  ran  for  Ted 
Williams  and  hit  a  grand  slam  later  in  the  inning 
as  the  Sox  batted  around. 

1962  OF  Lu  Clinton  hit  for  the  cycle  at  Kansas 
City. 

1976:  OF  Fred  Lynn  hit  a  homer  in  the  All-Star 
Game  at  Veterans  Stadium,  Philadelphia  offTom 
Seaver. 

1979:  Red  Sox  pitchers  Steve  Renko  and  Bill 
Campbell  pitched  a  combined  one-hitter  at 
Oakland  for  a  2-0  win.  Rickey  Henderson  singled 
with  one  out  in  the  9th  off  Renko. 

JULY  14 

1916:  The  Red  Sox  played  their  longest  tie 
game,  1 7  innings  vs.  the  St.  Louis  Browns  0-0. 

Carl  Mays  pitched  the  1st  15  innings,  and  Dutch 
Leonard  pitched  the  last  2.  Ernie  Koob  went  the 
whole  route  for  St.  Louis. 

1920:  Herb  Pennock  won  both  games  of  a  DH 
vs.  Detroit  at  Boston  for  his  3rd  straight  decision 
in  2  days  vs.  the  Tigers. 

1938:  Pitcher  Lefty  Grove  suffered  a  serious 
arm  injury  while  fielding  a  bunt  and  throwing  to 
first.  Grove,  who  had  1 4  wins,  did  not  win 
another  game  this  season. 

1 946:  The  famous  Boudreau  Shift  was  created  in 
game  2  of  a  DH  at  Fenway  Park.  Cleveland 
Manager  Lou  Boudreau  shifted  his  fielders  to  the 
right  side  of  the  diamond  with  only  the 
leftfielder  on  the  left  side,  positioned  in  left- 
center  field. This  positioning  was  an  attempt  to 
frustrate  Ted  Williams  who  had  3  HR  and  8  RBI 
in  game  I ,  an  I  I  - 1 0  Sox  win. 

1 953:  Ted  Williams  was  named  an  honorary 
member  of  the  A.L.  All-Star  team  after  returning 
from  military  service  in  Korea.  He  threw  out  the 
1st  ball  at  the  All-Star  Game  at  Crosley  Field, 
Cincinnati. 

1956:  LHP  Mel  Parnell  pitched  a  4-0  no-hitter 
vs.  the  White  Sox  at  Fenway  Park. 

1 958:  The  Red  Sox  defeated  Cleveland,  4-3,  with 
their  runs  scoring  as  follows:  the  1st  run  the 
result  of  a  bases  loaded  walk,  the  2nd  on  two 
passed  balls,  the  3rd  on  two  sacrifice  bunts,  the 
4th  on  a  wild  pitch. 

1 970:  CF- 1 B  Carl  Yastrzemski  went  4  for  6  (3 
singles  and  a  double)  and  made  several  fine 
fielding  plays  in  the  All-Star  Game  at  Cincinnati’s 
Riverfront  Stadium.  Even  though  the  N.L.  won 
the  game,  5-4,  Yaz  was  named  the  outstandi  . 
player  of  the  game.

McNamara  and  named  Joe  Morgan  interim 
manager. 

1 992:  Ted  Williams  threw  out  the  ceremonial 
first  pitch  at  the  All-Star  Game  in  his  native  San 
Diego.  Earlier  a  section  of  Route  9  was  named 
“The  Ted  Williams  Parkway.”

Dropo  all  homered  in  the  1st  inning  of  game  I 
of  a  DH  vs.  Cleveland. 

1 957:  Ted  Williams  hit  a  homer  in  his  5th 
straight  game. 

1 958:  Pitcher  Ike  Delock  won  his  12th  straight 
game  defeating  the  Kansas  City  Athletics  5-2. 
1970:  Milwaukee  Brewers  Manager  Dave  Bristol 
maneuvered  the  “Bristol  Shift”  with  the  bases 
loaded,  no  outs  and  a  5-5  score  in  the  1 0th 
inning  when  he  moved  OF  Tommy  Harper  into 
the  infield  between  SS  and  3B.The  Red  Sox 
George  Scott  responded  with  a  sacrifice  fly 
scoring  the  winning  run. 

1978:  The  Red  Sox  swept  the  Minnesota  Twins 
at  Fenway,  5-3,  and  3-2. The  2nd  win  was  the  Red 
Sox  60th  of  the  season,  the  earliest  they  have 
won  60  games. Twins  Manager  Gene  Mauch  was 
ejected  from  the  game  for  disputing  a  pickoff 
play  at  I B  in  the  4th  inning  of  game  2.  When  he 
returned  to  his  dugout  he  tossed  more  than  a 
dozen  bats  out  onto  the  field. 

1984:  In  a  game  in  Oakland,  pitcher  Bob  Stanley 
became  the  Red  Sox  all-time  leader  in  relief 
appearances  with  366  passing  Ellis  Kinder.

1956:  Pitchers  Tom  Brewer  and  Bob  Porterfield 
each  shut  out  the  Kansas  City  A’s  at  Fenway  Park 
in  a  DH,  10-0  and  1-0  (on  a  Ted  Williams  HR). 
1959:  When  Cleveland  Indians  OF  Minnie 
Minoso  refused  to  enter  the  batter’s  box,  umpire 
Frank  Umont  ordered  Red  Sox  pitcher  Leo  Kiely 
to  pitch.  Minoso  was  called  out  on  strikes  and 
threw  his  bat  at  Umont.An  argument  ensued 
and  Minoso  and  Cleveland  Manager  Joe  Gordon 
were  suspended  and  fined. 

1 96 1 :  2B  Chuck  Schilling  made  his  1st  error  since 
June  8,  during  which  time  he  had  2 1 3  chances 
with  99  putouts  and  I  14  assists  in  40  games. 

1979:  Fred  Lynn  hit  a  2-run  home  run  in  the  1st 
inning  in  the  All-Star  Game  at  Seattle. 

JULY  18 

1919:  The  Indians  led  the  Red  Sox  7-3  in  the  top 
of  the  9th  inning  at  Cleveland’s  League  Park 
before  Boston  scored  and  then  loaded  the  bases. 
Babe  Ruth  hit  a  grand  slam  (his  3rd  of  the 
season)  off  Fritz  Coumbe  to  win,  8-7,  ending 
Boston’s  9-game  losing  streak.  Cleveland 
Manager  Lee  Fohl  resigned  and  CFTris  Speaker 
took  over.

1 990:  The  Red  Sox  and  Minnesota  Twins 
combined  to  set  a  major  league  record  off  10 
grounded  into  double  plays  in  a  9-inning  game. 
The  Sox,  who  defeated  the  Twins,  5-4,  hit  into  6 
double  plays  to  tie  an  A.L.  record. 

1 995:  The  Red  Sox  set  an  A.L.  record  of  four  2- 
out  homers  in  a  9-4  win  at  Detroit.They  hit  4  HR 
in  an  inning  (4th)  for  the  7th  time  in  their  history. 

JULY  19 

1902:  Bill  Dinneen  pitched  17  innings  vs. 
Philadelphia  losing  4-2. 

1 909:  Cleveland  SS  Neal  Ball  made  the  M.L.’s  1st 
unassisted  triple  play  vs.  the  Red  Sox  in  the  2nd 
inning  of  game  I  of  a  DH  in  Cleveland.  Ball 
caught  Amby  McConnell’s  line  drive,  touched  2B 
to  retire  Heinie  Wagner  who  was  on  his  way  to 
3B,  and  then  tagged  Jake  Stahl  as  he  neared  2B. 
1913:  IB  Stuffy  Mclnnis  had  22  chances  in  one 
game  without  making  an  error  (21  putouts,  I 
assist).

1914:  Pitcher  Dutch  Leonard  pitched  8  hitless 
innings  in  relief  vs.  Detroit  in  a  16-inning,  3-2,  win 
at  Boston. 

1955:  George  Susce  pitched  a  I -hitter  at  Kansas 
City  for  a  6-0  Red  Sox  win. 

1958:  Detroit  Tiger  RHP  Jim  Bunning  pitched  a 
3-0  no-hitter  vs.  the  Red  Sox  in  game  I  of  a  DH 
at  Fenway  Park.  In  game  2  Red  Sox  pitcher  Ike 
Delock  won  his  1 0th  straight,  5-2,  despite 
allowing  10  Tiger  hits. 

1986:  Don  Baylor  had  his  300th  career  home 
run  vs.  Seattle. 

1988:  Joe  Morgan  was  promoted  from  interim 
to  manager  after  the  Sox  7th  straight  win. 

1990:  Roger  Clemens  struck  out  Mike 
Macfarlane  at  Kansas  City  to  tie  Cy  Young’s  Red 
Sox  strikeout  record  at  1 ,34 1 .  Later  in  the  game 
he  struck  out  Bill  Pecta  to  take  over  the 
strikeout  lead. 

1 994:  A  4-game  series  vs.  the  Mariners  in  Seattle 
was  relocated  to  Boston  after  tiles  began  falling 
from  the  roof  of  the  Kingdome.

McGuire 
Red  Seat

On  May  23,  before  the  Red  Sox-Rlue  fays  game,  the  Red  Sox 
made  a  special  presentation  of  a  replica  of  the  famed  red 
bleacher  seat  to  William  McGuire  of  Quincy,  MA.  Mr. 
McGuire  is  the  grandson  of  Joseph  Roucher,  whose  name  is 
part  of  Red  Sox  folklore.  On  June  9,  1946,  at  Fenway  Park, 
Ted  Williams  hit  a  monumental  502-foot  home  run  off 
Detroit’s  Fred  Hutchinson  that  landed  on  the  straw  hat  worn 
by  Mr.  Roucher,  a  construction  engineer  from  Albany,  NY 
who  was  sitting  in  section  42,  row  37,  seat  21.  A  letter  to  the 
Red  Sox  from  McGuire’s  10-year-old  grandson,  Daniel 
McGuire,  of  Mashpee,  MA  asking  if  he  might  purchase  tick¬ 
ets  to  a  game  so  that  his  grandfather  could  sit  in  the  red 
seat,  prompted  the  club  to  bring  the  family  to  Fenway  Park 
and  make  the  presentation.  Mr.  McGuire,  who  accepted  the 
seat  from  Red  Sox  Executive  Consultant  Lou  Gorman,  was 
accompanied  on  the  field  by  his  son,  Mark  and  grandson 
Daniel.  Nine  other  family  members,  also  hosted  by  the  Red 
Sox,  watched  from  the  stands.

NEW  FENWAY  PARK 


On  May  15  at  Fenway  Park,  the  Red  Sox  unveiled 

plans  for  a  new  ballpark  that  would  provide  fans,  players  and 
staff  with  all  the  modern  conveniences  and  comfort¬ 
able  surroundings  enjoyed  now  by  other 
major  league  cities  while  pre¬ 
serving  the  flavor,  charm  and 
uniqueness  of  the  existing 
park.  The  new  park,  whose 
proposed  site  is  across  the 
street  from  the  current  park 
where  home  plate  will  be  only  206 
yards  away,  is  planned  for  a  2003 
opening.  Aside  from  the  benefits,  an 
increase  in  capacity  of  10,000  seats,  wider 
aisles  and  more  comfortable  seats  with  no 
obstructed  views,  more  concessions  and  rest¬ 
rooms,  to  name  just  a  few,  the  new  park  will 
include  several  of  the  existing  ballpark’s  features.

When  former  Red  Sox  All-Star 
centerfielder  Fred  Lynn  learned 
that  Nomar  Garciaparra  had 
driven  in  10  runs  against  the  Seattle 
Mariners  on  May  10,  his  first  reaction 
was,  “Good  for  him!"  Lynn’s  second  reac¬ 
tion  was,  “I  hope  Nomar  appreciates  how 
fortunate  he  was  to  do  it  in  front  of  the 
Boston  fans.” 

Nomar's  RBI  total  made  him  the  first 
Red  Sox  player  to  drive  in  10  runs  since 
Lynn  reached  this  level  on  June  18,  1975, 
in  Detroit.  Lynn  and  Garciaparra  share 
the  Red  Sox’  one-game  RBI  record  with 
Rudy  York  (1946)  and  Norm  Zauchin 
(1955). 

Fred  Lynn  was  a  23-year-old  rookie 
with  fewer  than  80  major  league  games 
under  his  belt  when  his  10-RBI  game 
began.  He  still  remembers  almost  every 
detail  of  his  record-setting  performance 
against  the  Tigers. 

“I  had  gone  hitless  the  night  before  and 
that  broke  my  20-game  hitting  streak.  I  took 
extra  batting  practice  the  next  night,  and  I 
was  ‘in  a  zone’  the  whole  game.”  Lynn 
drove  in  his  10  runs  that  evening  in  Tiger 
Stadium  with  a  single,  a  triple,  and  three 
home  runs.  His  triple  to  left-center  field 
came  within  two  feet  of  being  his  fourth 
home  run  of  the  game. 

“It  was  quite  a  night  to  remember,  but 
the  park  was  less  than  half  full,  and  they 
were  all  Tigers’  fans.  Nomar  was  really 
lucky  to  do  it  before  the  Boston  fans  in 
his  hometown. 

“After  the  game  a  bunch  of  us  decided 
to  go  to  the  nicest  restaurant  in  Detroit  to 
celebrate.  When  we  got  there,  they 
wouldn’t  seat  us  because  I  didn’t  have  a 
sports  coat  on.  I’m  sure  Nomar  didn’t 
have  that  same  experience  in  Boston!” 

ROOKIE  OF  THE  YEAR  AND  MVP 

When  Fred  Lynn  reported  to  Winter 
Haven,  Florida  for  spring  training  in  1975, 
he  was  clearly  the  Red  Sox  centerfielder  of 
the  future.  But  not  even  his  biggest  fan 
would  have  dared  to  predict  the  kind  of 
rookie  season  that  he  would  enjoy. 

All  Lynn  did  in  1975  was  lead  the 
American  League  in  runs,  doubles,  and 
slugging  average,  field  his  position  spec¬ 
tacularly  to  win  a  Rawlings  Gold  Glove™ 
Award,  and  contribute  mightily  to  the  first 
Red  Sox  pennant  since  1967.  His  heroics 
earned  him  the  distinction  of  becoming

Over  the  years  more  than  1,300  ballplayers  have  worn  the  Red  Sox  uni¬ 
form.  During  this  time,  the  Red  Sox  have  sent  92  representatives  to  the 
annual  All-Star  Game.  Many  of  these  former  players  have  elected  to  live  in 
New  England  for  an  extended  period.  This  is  the  fourth  in  a  continuing 
series  of  articles  on  “all-star  memories  of  adopted  and  native  sons.”

,tory  to  simultaneously  earn  his  league’s 
■okie  of  the  Year  Award  and  be  named 
d  Most  Valuable  Player. 

Lynn’s  blazing  start  at  the  plate  in 
1975  was  matched  by  his  acrobatic  field¬ 
ing  in  center.  Long-time  Red  Sox  fans 
compared  his  circus  catches  to  the  defen¬ 
sive  genius  of  Jimmy  Piersall  who 
patrolled  center  field  with  distinction  for 
the  Red  Sox  during  the  1950s. 

He  made  a  diving,  tumbling  catch  on  a 
long  line  drive  to  left-center  field  by  the 
Yankees’  Graig  Nettles  in  the  last  of  the 
ninth  inning  to  save  a  1-0  July  win  which 
then  Red  Sox  third  base  coach  Don 
Zimmer  called,  “The  greatest  catch  I  have 
ever  seen  in  baseball.”  His  heroics  earned 
him  a  slot  on  the  American  League  All- 
Star  team  for  the  game  held  that  year  in 
Milwaukee’s  County  Stadium. 

“I  remember  being  so  nervous  that  I 
could  barely  hold  the  bat  when  I  pinch- 
hit  for  Bobby  Bonds  (father  of  the  San 
Francisco  Giants’  Barry  Bonds)  against 
Tom  Seaver.  The  thing  I  remember  best  is 
Manny  Sanguillen  (Pittsburgh  Pirates 
All-Star  catcher)  coming  over  to  me 
before  the  game  and  rubbing  my  uniform 
saying  ‘You’re  so  hot  I  want  some  to  rub 
off  on  me.’  I  went  0-2  but  it  was  a  great 
thrill  to  be  wearing  the  same  uniform  as 
guys  like  Hank  Aaron  and  Rod  Carew.” 

Lynn  maintained  the  same  standard  of 
excellence  that  earned  him  All-Star  hon¬ 
ors  over  the  second  half  of  the  1975  sea¬ 
son.  The  contributions  of  Lynn  and  his 
fellow  “Gold  Dust  Twin,”  Jim  Rice, 
together  with  the  accomplishments  of  the 
team’s  veterans  placed  the  Red  Sox  in  the 
American  League  Championship  Series 
against  the  defending  World  Champion 
Oakland  A’s. 

Sparked  by  the  all-around  play  of  Carl 
Yastrzemski  and  the  pitching  of  Luis 
Tiant,  the  Red  Sox  swept  the  A’s  in  three 
straight,  earning  them  a  World  Series  slot 
against  the  Cincinnati  Reds.  Lynn  con¬ 
tributed  a  key  two-run  double  in  the  first 
game  against  Oakland,  and  batted  .364  for 
the  Championship  Series. 

The  seven-game  set  against 
Cincinnati’s  “Big  Red  Machine”  is  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  one  of  the  most  exciting  World 
Series  ever  played.  Joe  Morgan  and  Pete 
Rose  for  the  Reds,  and  Carlton  Fisk  for  the 


Red  Sox  are  the  most  remembered  heroes, 
but  Fred  Lynn  was  a  major  factor  as  well. 
He  fielded  flawlessly  and  rapped  out 
seven  hits,  including  a  three-run  home  run 
that  gave  the  Red  Sox  an  early  lead  in  the 
epic  sixth  game  at  Fenway  Park. 

The  Red  Sox  fell  to  the  Reds  in  seven 
games,  but  the  post-season  awards  flood¬ 
ed  in  for  Lynn’s  amazing  rookie  season.  In 
addition  to  his  American  League  Rookie 
of  the  Year  and  MVP  trophies,  he  earned 
a  Gold  Glove  for  his  fielding  excellence, 
and  Sport  Magazine  named  him  their  Pro 
Rookie  of  the  Year.  To  top  off  the  honors, 
the  Associated  Press  named  him  the  Male 
Athlete  of  the  Year,  and  United  Press 
International  designated  Lynn  as  their 
Athlete  of  the  Year.  The  most  asked  ques¬ 
tion  in  the  sports  world  at  the  time  was: 
“Who  is  this  guy,  and  where  in  the  world 
did  he  come  from?” 

CALIFORNIA  DREAMING 

Fred  Lynn  was  born  in  Chicago, 
Illinois,  but  grew  up  in  sunny  southern 
California.  As  a  youngster  in  El  Monte, 
California,  a  suburb  of  Los  Angeles,  he 
excelled  in  sports.  “I  played  every  game

there  was,  and  I  played  them  all  pretty 
well.  When  I  was  at  El  Monte  High 
School  I  played  football,  basketball  and 
baseball.  To  be  honest,  baseball  was  num¬ 
ber  three  on  my  list.” 

He  matriculated  at  USC  in  1970  on  a 
football  scholarship.  “As  a  freshman.  I  lost 
the  starting  wide  receiver’s  job  to  Lynn 
Swann,  who  went  on  to  have  a  great  career 
with  Pittsburgh  in  the  NFL.  After  a  year  of 
watching  Swann  in  action,  I  figured  I  had 
better  concentrate  on  baseball!” 

Fred  clearly  made  the  right  choice  as 
he  earned  All-American  honors  in  his 
sophomore  and  junior  seasons.  Playing 
under  legendary  college  coach,  Rod 
Dedeaux,  Lynn  played  a  key  role  as  the 
USC  Trojans  won  three  straight  NCAA 
national  championships.

The  Red  Sox  made  him  their  second 
choice  in  the  1973  draft,  and  Lynn  made 
his  professional  debut  in  AA  New 
Britain,  Connecticut.  He  played  well  in 
New  Britain  and  was  promoted  to  play  in 
the  “Little  World  Series”  with  the  Red 
Sox  AAA  Pawtucket  team. 

He  spent  most  of  the  1974  season  at 
AAA  Pawtucket  where  he  batted  .282  and 
hit  21  home  runs.  His  fine  all-around  play 
earned  him  a  September  call-up  to 
Boston  where  he  batted  an  excellent  .419 
in  15  games. 


NINE-TIME  ALL-STAR 

Lynn’s  offensive  production  fell  off  in 
1976  when  he  was  hobbled  by  a  series  of 
injuries.  But  he  was  still  voted  the  start¬ 
ing  centerfielder  in  the  All-Star  Game, 
held  in  Philadelphia  that  year  to  tie  in 
with  the  Bicentennial  celebration.  He 
managed  a  home  run  off  the  Mets  Tom 
Seaver,  and  he  was  so  excited,  “I  can’t 
even  remember  my  feet  touching  the 
ground.”  He  finished  the  1976  season 
with  a  batting  average  of  .314. 

Injuries  dogged  Lynn  again  in  1977,  as 
they  would  throughout  his  career,  but  he 


scored  a  run  for  the  American  Leaguers  in 
the  mid-season  classic  held  in  refur¬ 
bished  Yankee  Stadium.  In  1978  he 
earned  All-Star  honors  for  the  fourth 
straight  time,  and  he  managed  a  single  in 
four  at-bats  in  the  game  played  at  San 
Diego  Stadium. 

Ask  Red  Sox  fans  about  Lynn  and 
most  will  reply,  “He  had  the  greatest 
rookie  year  in  baseball  history,  but  he 
never  reached  that  level  again.”  The  fact 
is  that  Fred  Lynn’s  offensive  production 
in  1979  exceeded  his  tremendous  rookie 
output.  In  1979  he  hit  39  home  runs  and 
he  led  the  American  League  in  batting 
(.333)  and  in  slugging  (.637). 

“During  the  winter  before  the  1979  sea¬ 
son  I  started  lifting  weights.  It  wasn’t  like 
today  when  the  players  have  conditioning 
coaches;  we  were  on  our  own.  I  put  on 
about  10  pounds  lifting,  and  it  was  all 
muscle.  As  a  result,  my  doubles  turned 
into  home  runs.  The  next  winter  I  decided 
to  take  up  running.  I  proceeded  to  run  off 
the  10  pounds  I  had  gained,  and  I  never  hit 
over  25  home  runs  again  in  my  career!” 

Lynn’s  extra  muscle  came  in  handy  at 
the  1979  All-Star  Game  at  the  Kingdome 
in  Seattle  when  he  took  future  Hall  of 
Famer  Steve  “Lefty”  Carlton  deep  for  a 
two-run  home  run.  “As  a  left-handed  bat¬ 
ter  I  really  had  to  concentrate  facing  a  left- 
handed  pitcher.  Carlton  gave  me  a  pitch  I 
could  handle,  and  I  drove  it.  I  was  really 
happy  because  it  gave  us  a  3-2  lead.” 

In  the  1980  All-Star  Game  in  Dodger 
Stadium,  Lynn  connected  for  his  third 
home  run  in  six  All-Star  Games.  His  two- 
run  homer  off  Dodger  reliever  Bob  Welch 
gave  the  American  League  a  2-0  lead,  but 
the  National  League  battled  back  to  a  4-2 
win  for  their  ninth-straight  All-Star  victory. 

LIFE  AFTER  FENWAY  PARK 

Following  the  1980  season,  the  Red 
Sox,  anticipating  some  difficulty  re-sign¬ 
ing  Lynn  in  his  free  agency  year,  traded 
Fred  to  the  California  Angels.  The  trade 
sent  him  back  to  his  native  southern 
California,  but  it  did  little  to  advance 
Lynn’s  baseball  career.  “I  missed  Fenway 
Park.  It  was  an  ideal  place  for  me  to  hit. 
And  I  really  missed  the  intensity  of  the 
crowds.  They  used  to  get  me  going.” 

His  offensive  numbers  fell  in  1981, 
but  he  retained  his  All-Star  status.  He

In  1997  Nomar  Garciaparra  became  the  first  Red  Sox  player  to  be  named  the  American  League  Rookie  of  the  Year  since  Fred 
Lynn  earned  this  distinction  in  19 75.  Both  players  followed  up  with  outstanding  second  seasons.  Here’s  how  their  first  two  years  stack 
up  against  the  first  two  seasons  of  all-time  Red  Sox  great  Ted  Williams.

pinch  hit  in  the  1981  All-Star  Game  at 
Cleveland’s  Memorial  Stadium,  and  he 
was  the  starting  centerfielder  in  the  1982 
game  in  Montreal,  the  first  All-Star  Game 
played  outside  of  the  United  States. 

The  1983  game  was  the  50th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  All-Star  Game.  It  was  played  at 
old  Comiskey  Park  in  Chicago,  the  site  of 
the  first  game  in  1933.  Coming  into  the 
game,  the  National  League  boasted  11 
straight  victories.  But  the  boasting  didn’t 
last  long  as  Lynn  broke  the  game  wide  open 
with  a  grand  slam  home  run  in  the  third 
inning.  He  thrust  his  right  hand  in  the  air  as 
the  ball  landed  in  the  distant  bleachers. 

“I  put  my  hand  in  the  air  because  I 
knew  we  were  going  to  win  that  game.  I 
hated  to  lose,  and  I  had  played  in  eight 
straight  losses  to  those  guys.  I  was  sick  and 
tired  of  losing  to  them.”  Lynn’s  home  run 
was  the  first,  and  still  the  only,  grand  slam 
in  All-Star  history.  The  American  League 
coasted  to  a  13-3  victory  that  evening  as 
ex-teammate  Jim  Rice  also  homered. 

During  his  nine  All-Star  Game  appear¬ 
ances,  Lynn  compiled  a  .300  batting  aver¬ 
age,  hit  four  home  runs,  and  drove  in  10 
runs.  This  offensive  record  placed  him 
among  the  elite  players  in  the  history  of 
the  All-Star  Game. 

“I  really  got  up  for  the  All-Star  Games 
because  you  knew  you  were  facing  the  very 
best  players.  It  took  every  bit  of  your  con¬ 
centration  to  face  pitchers  of  that  caliber.  I 
really  got  pumped  up  for  the  games.” 

The  1983  game  turned  out  to  be  his  last 
All-Star  Game.  Following  his  1984  season 
with  the  Angels,  he  moved  on  to  the 
Baltimore  Orioles.  He  hit  23  home  runs  in 
each  of  his  three  full  seasons  with  the 
Birds,  but  injuries  limited  his  playing 
time.  In  1988  he  started  the  season  in 
Baltimore,  and  then  he  moved  on  to

Detroit  where  he  remained  for  the  1989 
season.  Lynn  finished  his  major  league 
career  as  a  National  Leaguer,  appearing  in 
90  games  for  the  San  Diego  Padres  in  1990. 

Fred  Lynn  finished  his  major  league 
career  with  over  300  home  runs,  and 
nearly  2,000  (1,980)  base  hits.  There  is  no 
way  to  calculate  the  number  of  acrobatic 
catches  he  made  in  centerfield,  but  he 
does  have  five  Gold  Gloves  to  show  for 
his  fielding  prowess.  His  career  may  not 
have  reached  the  pinnacles  forecast  for 
him  following  his  amazing  rookie  year, 
but  it  was  a  very  distinguished  major 
league  career  by  any  measure. 

THE  LATER  YEARS 

Today  Fred  Lynn  lives  in  suburban 
Carlsbad,  California,  just  north  of  San 
Diego.  He  was  an  announcer  for  ESPN  for 
four  years,  and  currently  he  is  busy  with 
personal  appearances  and  special  broad¬ 
casting  assignments.  His  wife,  Natalie,  is 
an  advertising  executive  and  a  Boston 
native.  A  return  to  Boston  for  the  All-Star 
Game  was  a  summer  highlight  for  the 
couple. 

Lynn  looks  back  on  his  major  league 
career  with  pride  and  some  misgivings. 
“For  me,  it  was  always  about  winning. 
The  personal  achievements  were  nice, 
but  my  focus  was  always  on  the  team. 
After  we  were  in  the  World  Series  in 


1975,  I  had  played  for  a  national  champi¬ 
onship  for  five  straight  years:  the  NCAA’s 
for  three  years,  the  Little  (Minor  League) 
World  Series  with  Pawtucket,  and  then 
Boston.  I  thought  it  would  always  be  like 
that.  It  just  didn’t  work  out  that  way.” 

Lynn  had  only  one  more  shot  at  post¬ 
season  play  after  1975.  In  1982  he  batted 
.611  (11-18)  in  a  losing  cause  as  the 
Angels  lost  to  the  Milwaukee  Brewers  in 
a  five-game  series. 

Boston  Red  Sox  fans  look  back  on 
Fred  Lynn’s  six  years  with  great  fondness. 
Most  of  all,  they  remember  his  splendid 
rookie  season  in  1975.  A  review  of  base¬ 
ball’s  record  books  suggest  that  the  only 
ballplayer  who  may  have  had  a  better 
rookie  season  was  the  fictional  character 
Joe  Hardy  from  the  Broadway  musical 
“Damn  Yankees.”  Asked  about  this  com¬ 
parison,  Lynn  laughs  and  responds,  “But 
he  got  old  as  soon  as  that  season  ended. 
I’m  glad  that  didn’t  happen  to  me!”  ■

I937:J  immie  Foxx  hit  2  homers  for  the  2nd 
straight  day  in  Detroit. 

1943:  2B  Bobby  Doerr  set  a  major  league 
record  for  2B  with  59  straight  errorless  games 
with  349  chances  accepted. 

I  946:  The  Red  Sox  swept  a  DH  from  the  St. 
Louis  Browns,  5-0,  and  7-4.  Game  2  was  their 
65th  win,  the  earliest  they  have  won  65  games.

1 984: The  Red  Sox  and  LHP  Bruce  Hurst 
defeated  the  Angels  at  Anaheim,  16-4,  on  20  hits. 
1991:  Losing  1 4- 1  and  out  of  pitchers,  the  Red 
Sox  brought  in  CF  Steve  Lyons  to  pitch  at  Fenway. 

JULY  22 

1 902:  Pitcher  Cy  Young  won  his  20th  of  the 
season,  a  4-1  win  vs.  Chicago  at  Boston. 

1 907:  Boston  and  Chicago  played  to  a  12-inning 
I- 1  tie  in  just  1:44. They  played  9  innings  in  only 
1:14. 

1918:  Pitcher  Joe  Bush  defeated  Detroit,  I  -0,  at 
Fenway,  his  5th  I  -0  win  to  tie  the  A.L.  record. 
1935:  For  the  2nd  straight  day,  RHP  Wes  Ferrell 
hit  a  9th-inning,  game-winning  HR  to  beat  the  St. 
Louis  Browns,  2-1.  Ferrell  was  also  the  winning 
pitcher. 

1945:  RHP  Dave  Ferriss  defeated  the  Browns  at 
Fenway,  3-2,  for  win  #1 7.  SS  Skeeter  Newsome 
went  3  for  3.  An  overflow  crowd  of  34,810 
attended  the  game,  and  thousands  more  were 
turned  away. 

1 950:  LHP  Mickey  McDermott  got  a  fielding 
assist  recovering  a  passed  ball  and  throwing  out 
the  batter  who  had  struck  out. 

1995:  Willie  McGee  hit  the  1 00th  Red  Sox  HR  of 
the  season  in  the  78th  game.The  only  other  year 
they  hit  100  HR  in  fewer  games  (65)  was  1977. 

JULY  23 

1903:  Pitcher  Cy  Young  helped  Boston  win  their 
50th  game  of  the  season,  6-1,  in  New  York  in 
game  I  of  a  DH.  New  York  won  game  2, 4-2. The 
I  st  game  was  1 :35;  the  2nd  lasted  just  1 :25. 

1912:  Pitcher  Joe  Wood  got  his  20th  win,  against 
only  4  losses,  6-3,  vs.  the  Indians  at  Boston. 

1 939:  Ted  Williams  suffered  an  appendicitis 
attack  but  would  not  agree  to  an  immediate 
operation. 

1941:  Chicago  White  Sox  Manager  Jimmy  Dykes 
developed  the  1st  shift  against  Ted  Williams. 
Williams  doubled  and  Dykes  abandoned  the  shift. 
It  was  revived  in  1946  by  Lou  Boudreau. 

1943:  After  handling  349  chances  without  an 
error  over  59  games,  2B  Bobby  Doerr  dropped 
White  Sox  SS  Luke  Appling’s  fly  in  short  CF  in 
the  8th  inning  of  game  one  of  a  DH. 

1 955:  Ted  Williams  hit  a  ball  onto  the  roof  at 
Chicago’s  Comiskey  Park,  a  rare  feat. 

1 957:  Ted  Williams  began  a  I  7-game  hit  streak 
averaging  .533  and  hit  safely  in  27  of  28  games. 
I960:  Cleveland  Indians  OF  Jimmy  Piersall  was 
thrown  out  of  the  game  for  distracting  batter  Ted 
Williams. 

1967:  At  22  years,  6  months, Tony  Conigliaro 


became  the  youngest  player  in  A.L.  history  to  hit 
100  career  home  runs  when  he  homered  in 
game  I  of  a  DH  at  Cleveland  as  RHP  Gary  Bell 
got  his  1 00th  career  win.  Upon  returning  from 
Cleveland  and  completing  a  10-game  win  streak, 
the  Red  Sox  were  greeted  by  1 0,000  fans  at 
Logan  Airport. 

1 979: The  Red  Sox  made  a  triple  play  vs.  the 
California  Angels  at  Fenway.  SS  Rick  Burleson 
took  a  line  drive  (with  men  on  1st  and  2nd), 
touched  2nd  and  fired  to  1st  before  the  runner 
could  return. 

1 980:  Tony  Perez  hit  the  Sox  1 00th  homer  of 
the  season  extending  their  record  of  100+ 
homers  to  35  years. 

JULY  24 

1 905:  For  the  2nd  straight  day,  Boston  defeated 
Detroit,  7- 1 ,  in  an  official  game  in  Columbus,  OH. 
191  I :  Pitcher  Joe  Wood  and  OFTris  Speaker 
represented  the  Red  Sox  in  the  Addie  Joss 
Benefit  All-Star  Game  at  Cleveland. The  All-Stars 
won  7-2. 

1922:  3B  Joe  Dugan  and  OF  Elmer  Smith  were 
traded  to  the  New  York  Yankees  for  OF  Chick 
Fewster,  SS  John  Mitchell  and  OF  Elmer  Miller. 
This  was  one  of  many  trades  sending  Red  Sox 
players  to  the  Yankees.  Yankee  owners  were 
viewed  as  bank  rolling  Red  Sox  owner  Harry 
Frazee  as  the  Yankees  and  St.  Louis  Browns  were 
engaged  in  a  battle  for  1st  place.  Commissioner 
Judge  Landis  became  so  enraged  by  the  deal  that 
he  recommended  a  ruling  that  no  player  deals, 
except  waiver  price  transactions,  could  be  made 
after  June  15. 

1979:  Carl  Yastrzemski  hit  his  400th  career 
home  run  in  the  7th  inning  vs.  the  Oakland  A’s 
Mike  Morgan  at  Fenway  Park. 

1 988:  The  Red  Sox  had  16  straight  wins  at 
Fenway  Park  that  included  an  I  1-0  homestand. 
1995:  OF  Mark  Whiten  was  traded  to 
Philadelphia  for  INF  Dave  Hollins. 

JULY  25 

1902:  Jimmy  Collins  hit  Boston’s  first  grand  slam 
at  the  Huntington  Ave.  Grounds. 

1913:  Clyde  Engle  homered  off  Chicago  White 
Sox  pitcher  Ed  Cicotte.  It  was  the  3rd  and  last 
Red  Sox  HR  hit  in  Fenway  for  the  season!

CODE  OF 
CONDUCT 

Welcome  to  Friendly  Fenway  Park,  home  of 
the  Boston  Red  Sox.  To  preserve  the  family 
atmosphere  and  to  ensure  that  your  visit 
is  safe,  enjoyable,  and  memorable, 
please  adhere  to  the  following  guidelines 
of  behavior  in  the  ballpark. 

1.  The  following  items  are  prohibited:  beach  balls 
or  inflatable  objects  of  any  kind,  alcoholic 
beverages,  bottles,  cans  or  containers  of  any 
sort,  and  offensive  articles  or  objects.  No  ban¬ 
ners  will  be  allowed  into  the  ballpark  to  be  hung 
or  paraded. 

2.  Any  person  observed  with  offensive  articles,  or 
using  offensive  language,  will  be  promptly  ejected 
from  the  park.  Disorderly  behavior  of  any  kind 
will  not  be  tolerated  and  will  result  in  appropri¬ 
ate  action  by  the  Boston  Police. 

3.  Fans  are  permitted  to  keep  foul  balls  hit  into  the 
stands  as  souvenirs.  However,  fans  must  not  go 
onto  the  field  or  interfere  in  any  way  with  a  ball 
in  play.  Fans  interfering  with  play 

or  entering  onto  the  field  will  be  subject  to 
immediate  ejection,  arrest,  and  prosecution. 

4.  All  seating  areas  in  Fenway  Park  are  smoke-free. 
There  are  designated  non-alcohol  sections: 
Grandstand  Sections  32  and  33. These  sections 
have  been  set  aside,  and  no  alcoholic  beverages 
and/or  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  these  areas. 
Red  Sox  Security  will  strictly  enforce  this 
prohibition. 

5.  It  is  illegal  for  individuals  to  offer  tickets  for 
resale  to  the  public.  Failure  to  adhere  to  this 
policy  could  result  in  arrest  and  criminal 
prosecution. 

6.  Laws  prohibiting  consumption  of  alcoholic  bev¬ 
erages  by  minors,  illegal  drugs,  and  disorderly 
conduct  of  any  kind,  including  intoxication,  will 
be  strictly  enforced  in  Fenway  Park. 

7.  The  throwing  of  any  object  in  the  stands  or 
onto  the  playing  field  is  strictly  prohibited. Those 
engaging  in  such  conduct  will  be 

subject  to  immediate  ejection. 

8.  Persons  occupying  a  seat  for  which  they  are  not 
ticketed  will  be  subject  to  ejection  from 

the  ballpark. 

The  Boston  Red  Sox  make  every  effort  to 
ensure  that  all  fans  are  able  to  enjoy  the  game 
in  comfort.  For  the  convenience  of  our  fans, 
Ushers  and  Security  are  posted  throughout  the 
ballpark.
